2—Parties may tender to supply one or more Divisions and for either both descriptions of 
Fuel, but the tenders must specify the rate per hundred Bazar maunds per Coal or Wood separately. 


3.—The Coal must be the best Raneegunge, or equal to the best Raneegunge in quality and 
tweive maunds of the Coal tendered, must be sent to the Steam Foundry at Kidderpore for trial, which 
with the exception of two maunds will be lost to those whose tenders are not accepted, two maunds 
will be returned if sent for within one week of notice being given of the result of the tenders of the

4,—Tue Wood must be dry, not recently felled, of the heaviest and best quality procurahle, either 
of the trunk of trees or large branches of not less than 20 inches girth. It must be free from bark 
and cat into lengths not exceeding 3 feet and split into pieces, the girth of which shall not exceed 13 
or La auehes, ard both Coal and Wood must be protected from the rain and the Coal from the sun also. 
She Coutracror must undertake to deliver the fuel on board the Steamers by weight, and at the rate 
of ene undred maunds per hour, under a penalty of two Goldmohurs for every hour of the Boats 
detenti a ou this occasion bevond the time necesaary to take in a certain g iantity at the above rate. 


5,—The Contractors will be required under penalty to maintain constantly in store Fuel for three 
mouths estimated consumpion. “Phe Government will not be pledged however to take monthly the 
entire estiavated quantity; circumstances may oecurto prevent the full quantity being required, such 
as the withdrawal of Boats from the line. On the other hand, it may happen, that from an increase 
yo the number of Boats, or of voyages, or from other causes, the quantity now estimated, may be 
jnsufiicient, and Contractors will be required to undertake thatin such eases they will, on three 
months’ notice being given, meet a demand to any extent not exceeding twenty-five per cent. on the 
present Eetimate, and ou the same terms of Contract. 


6.—The Clause requiring that Fuel for three months shall always be maintained in store, will not 
be in force during the last three months of the term of the Contract, but at the expiration of the 
Contract, Government will take over or tranefer to new Contractors such quantity or quantivies of 
Iuel as may remain in their Depots to the extent of two months supply at the Contract price. 


7.—Should the Contractors fail to provide Coal equal to the muster, or Wood act of the best 
quality. such failure shall be considered a breach of Contract, and in such case at stall be lawfal for 
Government through their Officers or other persons to provide good and approved Fuel at the expense 
of the Contractors. 


x.~-Government will advance to the Contractors, under approved security, one half of 
the estimated outlay for Fuel for one year, and wil! further on the production of receipts 
irom Commanders of the Steamers for Juel delivered on board their respective vessels by the 
Contractors pay one quarter of the Contract price of the Fuel so delivered, and at the end of the 
year or as soon after as it may be pracucable, balanee the account and make a further advance to 
meet the expence of the second year npon an equitable adjustment, that is, that if on account of the 
first year advance has been made on a larger quantity of Fuel, than shall on winding up the year’s 
account appear to have been supplied the excess shall be considered as part of the advance on account 
of the second year, when if any balance be due to Government from the Contractors on account of 
Monies paid to them, the same shall be deducted from the sum that may be due to the Contractor on 
one-fourth the value of I'uel supplied by bim, or be otherwise recoverable as a debt. 


Y— Wood will not be received on board the Government Steamers instead of Coal, but if the 
Contractor for that article fail-in the supply, he shall be open to a prosecution by Government for breach 
of Contract, or if under any circumstances, Government shall permit the use of Wood instead of Coal, 
the Contractors for Coal shall be debited with the Contract price of five maunds of Wood for every 
maund of Coal he may fail to supply.

Note of Conference between PF. Currie, Esquire, and 
Major Lawrence on the one part, and the Minis- 
ter and Chiefs of the Lahore Durbar on the 
other-—-8th March, 1846. 


The Minister and Chiefs having assembled at 
the Tent of the Governor General's Agent for the | 
purpose of signing the Treaty, the conditions of 
which had been previously discussed and deter- 
mined, produced, on the part of the Maharaja, a 
letter a \dieeatd to Major ers the Governor 
General’s Agent, of which the following is a trans- 
lation: 


“The feelings of consideration, kindness and 
generosity which have been evinced towards the 
Lahore State by the Right Hon'ble the Governor 
General, and His Evxcellency’s respect for the 
former friendship of the British Government with 
the late Maharaja Runject Sing, have been com- 
municated to me through Mr. Secretary Currie 
and yourself, and have caused me to feel most 
grateful.”

“Certain important matters will now be re- 
presented to you by the following confidential 
personages:

© The letter from the Maharaja to Major Law- 
rence, expressing gratitude to the Crovernor Gene- 
ral. has been read in presence of the Mini.ter and 
Chiefs of the Daurbar—at the close of that letter it 
Is requested that a British Force may be feft at 
Lahore fur a limited period.” 

* Upon this it is to be observed that from the 
wording of the letter it is net e ideot icat the 
retention of a British Force at Lahore is sin -erely 
and urgently desired by the Lahore Government, 
and the nature of the disturbances, which are tu be 

rovided against, are net specifically Jescrib \J. 

nso important a matter general expressions are 
out of place. The British Government desires to 
exercise no interference with the Government of 
Lahore after the Treaty of Peace is concluded, and 
the Governor General is not willmg to have any 
concern with the Lahore Government, or to accede to 
any measure not provided for by the Treaty. This 
has been repeatedly explained to the Lahore Durbar. 
If, therefore, for any special reason, and on any 
particular account the assistance and intervention 
of the British Government are desirel by the 
Lahore Durbar, the facts should have been more 
distinctly stated inthe Khurreeta, and the causes 
which render such aid indispensable should have 
been given in detail. Wowever as the Maharaja 
has authorized the Chiefs, named in the Khur- 
recta and who are now present, to make known 
all the particulars of the case, they should now 
state all the circumstances in full.” 


The Minister and Chiefs after consyjéntion road 
aloud the substanee,of, the paper of waich th > fol- 
lowing 38 a translation—but reqnested that it 
might be put in the form ofa Khariceta from the 
Maharaja and ¢ent in the evening. A com mnuni- 
cation was then made to the Governu: Goueral 
who deterinined that a British Force should, under 
certain cotiditions, to be entered in a separate 
engagement, occupy Lahore for a limited time, 
the ‘Treaty was then signed by the Commissioners 
and the meeting broke up. 


Translation of Dacument alluded to in preceding pa- 
ragraph, afterwards sent from the Durbar in a 
JSormat Khurreeta with the geal of the Maharaja. 


“ All the circumstances regarding the disarga- 
nisation of the Government of Lahore since 


demise of the late Maharaja Runjeet Sing until 
the present time are well known to the British 
Government.” 

“‘ The satisfactory settlement of affairs-—the dis- 
charge of the disturbers of public peace, and the 
re-organization of the Army under the stipulations 
of the new Treaty are now engaging consideration. 
But lest after the departure of the British Forces 
the evil disposed should create fresh disturbances 
and endeavour to ruin the State, it is the earnest 
and sincere desire and hope of the Lahore Durbar 
that British Troops with intelligent Officers should, 
for some months, as circumstances may seem to 
require, be left at Lahore for the protection of the 
Government, and the Maharaja, and the inhabitants 
of the City. When affairs have been satisfactorily 
settled and the period prescribed for the stay of the 
British Force shall have expired the Trovps may 
then be withdrawn.”

GENERAL ORDER BY THE RIGHT 
HON’BLE THE GOVERNOR GENERAL 
OF INDIA. 


FOREIGN DEPARTMENT. 
Came Lanore, the 8th Murch, 1846. 


The Treaty of Peace between the British Go- 
vernment and that of His Highness the Maharaja 
Dhuleep Sing has been signed. 

The ‘Treaty will be ratified by the Governor 
Geueral in presence of the Maharaja and the 
Scikt: Chiefs, to-morrow afternoon the 9th instant, 
at 4 o’clock, in the Governor General's Tent. 


The Governor General invites His Excellency 
the Commander in Cinef, His Excellency the 
Governor of Scinde, with their personal Staff, to 
attend on this occasion; also the Generals of 
Divisions, the Brigadiers, the Head of each Depart- 
ment, and all Officers Commanding Corps with one 
Native Officer fiom every Regiment. 


His Highness the Maharaja Dhuleep Sing will 
be received by a Salute of 21 Guns: the street 
leading te the Governor General’s Tent will be 
lined by Detachments of the Regiments, accord- 
ing to the orders which His Excellency the 
Commander in Chief will be pleased to issue. 


The following day the Governor General will 
pay His Ilighness the Maharaja a visit of con- 
gratulation on the restoratiun of Peace between 
the two Governments, and will Jeave the Camp for 
that purpose at 3 o'clock. The Escort will be 
fixed in the General Order of His Excellency the 
Commander in Chief. 


The 36 pieces of Seikh Artillery, which were 
pointed against the British Army, have been sur- 
rendered and brought into Camp. ‘The disband- 
ment of the Seikh Army, its re-organization on 
the same rate of pay as in the time of the late 
Maharaja Runjeet Sing, and the limitation of 
its numbers, have been settled by the Treaty. 


At the earnest solicitation of the Government 
of the Maharaja Dhuleep Sing, the Governor 
General has consented to occupy the Citadel and 
Town of Lahore by British ‘[roops for a limited 
—. that opportunity may be afforded the 

shore Government of completing the re-organi- 
zation of its Army according to the stipulations of 
the Treaty. 


If by the good offices of the British Gover, 
ment peace and order can take the place of the 
Military anarchy and misrule, by which the Sejk), 
nation has been brought to the verge of dissoly. 
tion, the Governor General will rejoice that the 
co-operation of the British Government, by the 
aid of its faithful Army, ehall have been succensfy) 
in effecting that object ; it is the strongest proof 
which the British Government can give of the 
sincerity of its desire to see a Seikh Government 
re-established. The British Government havin 
afforded the protection desired, the Troops will pe 
withdrawn befure the end of the year. t he deta] 
of the force will be determined between th, 
Governor General and Hia Lixcellency the Com. 
mander in Chief; during the period of oceupanoy 
the Native Troops will continue to receive Seinds 
Pay and Allowances. 

It is by the valour and discipline of the British 
Troops, led by their distinguished Commander, 
that these important and complete successes have 
been gamed, and the Governor General is con. 
fident, that during the temporary occupation of the 
fortihed ‘} own of Lahore the Troops will prove, by 
their goud conduct, that they are as generous ang 
humane after Victory, as they aie brave and 
Invincible in the Field of Battle.

Memorandum of the Proceedings of a Durbar helt 
at Lahore on the 9th March, 1846. 


At 4 p.m. of the 9th March, a Public Durbar 
was held in the State Tent of the Right Horrble 
the Governor General, at which His Excellency 
the Commander in Chiefand Staff, His Excellency 
the Governor of Scinde and Staff, with the British 
aud Native Officers, invited in the Governor (e- 
neral’s Order dated 8th instant, attended. 


The young Maharaja of Lahore, attended by the 
Minister Raja Lal Sing, Raja Golab Sing, the 
Commander in Chief of the Lahore Army, Sirdar 
Tej Sing, and about thirty other Sirdars and Civil 
Officers, with their Suites, being present. 


After the Treaty of Peace was ratified and ex- 
changed with the usual ccremonies, the Governor 
General addressed the Chiofs in the following 
terms—the address being translated sentence by 
sentence by the Secretary to the Government ol 
India, Mr. F. Currie. 


“On this occasion of ratifying the Treaty of 
Peace between the British Government and Maha- 
raja Dhuleep Sing in the presence of His Excel- 
lency the Commander in Chief, His Excellency 
the Governor of Scinde, and the Officers of the 
British Army on the one hand, and of the Sikh 
Chiefs on the other,—I have to repeat the assu- 
rances which have so often been given by me an 
ty my Predecessors of our desire, that Tsace and 

riendship may always subsist between the tw? 
Governments.” 

« The British Government desires to soe» Sikh 
Government re-established which may be able 
control its Army, protect its subjects, and willing 
to respect the rights of its neighbours.” 

« By this Treaty the Lahore Government bs 
sufficient strength to resist and punish any, Tiativ’ 
Power which may venture..to assail i, aad to Pp 
down all internal commmotions,”

national independence.” 

«For 40 yeara it was the Policy, in Runjeet 
Sing’s time, to cultivate friendly relations between 
the two Governments, and during the whole of 
that period the Sikh Natien was independent and 
happy. Let the Policy of that able man towards 
the British Government be the model for yeur 
future imitation.” 

«The British Government in no respect pro- 
yoked the late war. It had no objects of ageran- 
dizement to obtain by hostilities, ‘Lhe proof of its 
sincerity is to be found in its moderation, in the 
hour of Victory.” 

« A just quarrel followed by a successful war 
has not changed the Policy of the British Govern- 
ment. The British Government does not desire to 
interfere in your internal affairs. Iam ready and 
anaious to withdraw every British Soldier from 
Lahore—at the earnest solicitation of the Sikh 
Government I have reluctantly consented — to 
leave a British Foree in Garrison at Lahore, until 
time shill have been afforded for the re-organiza- 
tion of the Sikh Army, by which assistance the 
sfipnlations of the Treaty may be more easily 
carried into effect.” 

“In no case can I consent that the British 
Troops shall remain in Garrison for a longer period 
than the end of this year.” 

“I state this publicly that all the world may 
know the truth and the motives by which I am 
actuated in this matter.” 

“ The Sikh Army must, according tothe Treaty, 
be immediately re-organized by reverting to the 
saine system and rate of pay as in Ruuject Sing’s 
time.” 

“Ifthe friendly assistance now afforded by the 
British Government be wisely followed up, and 
honest exertions nade by the Chicts without delay, 
you will become an independent and prosperous 
State.” 

«The success or failure is in your own hands— 
my co-operation shall not be wanting, but if you 
neglect this opportunity no aid on the part of the 
British Governinent can save the State. 

“T leave my Political Agent, Major Lawrence, 
assisted by Major McGregor ne a most able 
General Officer, Sir John Littler, to conrmand the 
British Troups. These Officers possess my entire 
confidence.” 

“ Again, [ repeat my anxious desire is to see a 
Sikh Government strong and respected, an obedient 
Army, patriotic Clivfs and a happy people.” 

“[ trust the reign of the Maharaja will be long 
and prosperous—and celebrated for the happiness 
of his people under a just and pacific Government.” 

At the close of this address the Sirdars express- 
ed in warm terms their gratitude to the Governor 
General, and their resolution to follow the advice 
His Excellency had given them. 


The usual Presents were then given after which 
the Durbar broke up.

Treaty between the British Government and the

Whereas ‘the Treaty of Amity and Concord, 
which was concluded between the British Govern- 
hat and the inte Maharaja Runjeet Sing, the 

dler of Lahore, in 1609, was broken by the 
unprovoleed : @athe British Provinces, 
the Sikh Army in December lest.

eacupation of the Mabaraja of Lahore, on the left 
or British bank of the River Sutlej, were confis- 
cated and annexed to the British Provinces; and 
since that time hostile operations have been pruse- 
cuted by two Governments, the one against the 
other, which have resulted in the occupation of 
Lahore by the British Lroops. And Whereas 
it has been determined that, upon certain condi- 
tions, Peace shall be re-established between the 
two Governments, the following ‘Lresiy of Peace 
between the Hon’ble English East India Company 
and Maharaja Dhuleep Sing Bahadoor, and his 
Children, Heirs and Successors, has been concluded 
on the part of the Honorable Company by 
Frederick Carrie, Esquire, and Brevet Major 
Henry Montgomery Lawrence, by virtue of full 

wers to that effect vested in them by the Right 
Jon’ble Sir Henry Hardinge, G. C. B., one of Her 
Lritannic Majesty’s Most Hon'ble Privy Council, 
Governor Gencral, appointed by the ILowble Com- 
ae to direct and controul all their attuirs in the 
‘ast Indies, and on the part of Ifis Highness 
Maharaja Dhuleep Sing by Bhace Ram Sing, 
Rajah Lal Sing, Sirdar he} Sing, Sirdar Chuttur

The British Government having demanded from 
the Lahore State, as indemnification tur the ex- 

nees of the War, in addition to the cession of 
Territor described in Article ILL, payment of one 
and hal Crore of Rupees, and the Lahore Govern- 
ment, being unableto pay the whole of this sum at 
this time, or to give Security, satisfactory to the 
British Government for its eventual payment, the 
Maharaja cedes to the Hon’ble Compuny, in per- 

etual Sovereignty, as equivalent for one Crore of 
Raposs all his Forts, Territories, Rights and In- 
terests in the Hill Countries which are situated 
between the Rivers Beas and Indus, including the 
Provinces of Cashmere and Hasarah. 

Articre V. 

The Maharaja will pay to the British Govern- 
ment the sum of 40 Lacs of Rupees on or before 
the ratification of this Treaty.

ARTICLE VII. 


The Regular Army of the Lahore State shall 
henceforth be limited to 25 Battalions of Infantry, 
consisting of 800 Bayonets each—with Twelve 
Thousand Cavalry—this number at no time to he 
exceeded without the concurrence of the British 
Government. Should it be necessary at any time 
—for any special cause-—that this Force should be 
encreased, the cause shall be fully explained to the 
British Government, and whon the special neces- 
sity shall have passed, the Regular Troops shail 
be again reduced to the standard specified in the 
former Clause of this Article. 


ArtiIcLE VII 


The Maharaja will surrender to the British 
Government all the Guns—thirty-six in number— 
which have been pointed against the British 
Troops—and which, having been placed on the 
ight bank of the River Sutlej, were not captured 
at the Battle of Subraon. 


ARTICLE IX. 


The controul of the Rivers Beas and Sutlej, 
with the continuations of the latter River, com- 
monly called the Gurrah and the Punjnud, to the 
confluence of the Indus at Mithunkote—and the 
controul of the Indus from Mithunkote to the bor- 
ders of Gelvochistan, shall, in respect to Tolls and 
Ferries, rest with the British Government. The 
Provisions of this Article shall not interfere with 
the passage of Boats belonging to the Lahore Go- 
vernment on the said Rivers, fur the purposes of 
Traffic or the conveyance of passengers up and 
down their course. Regarding the Ferries, be- 
tween the two countries respectively, at the several 
Ghats of the said Rivers, itis agreed that the 
British Government, after defraying all the ex- 
pences of management and establishments, shall 
account to the Lahore Government for one-half of 
the net profits of the Ferry Collections. The Pro- 
visions of this Article have no reference so the 
Ferries on that part of the River Sutlej, which 
forms the boundary of Bhawulpore and Lahore 
respectively, 

ARTICLE X. 

If the British Government should, at any time, 
desire to pass Troops through the Territories of 
His Highness the Maharaja for the protection of 
the British Territories, or those of their Allies, the 
British Troops shall, on such special occasion, due 
notice being given, be allowed to pass through the 
Lahore Territories. In such case the Officers of 
the Lahore State will afford facilities in providing 
Supplies and Boats for the passage of Rivers, and 
the British Government wilt pay the full price of 
all such Provisions and Boats, and will make fair 
compensation for all private property that may be 
endamaged. The British Government will more- 
over observe all due consideration to the religious 
feelings of the inhabitants of those tracts through 
which the Army may pass. 

ARTICLE XI. 


The Maharaja engages never to take, or retain 


in his service, any British subject—nor the subject 
of any European or American State—without the 
consent of the British Government. 

Articis XIL 


In consideration of the services rendered by 
Rajah Golab Sing, of Jummos, to the Lahore 
State, towards procuring the restoration of the 
relations of Amity between the Lahere and Bri- 


tish Governments, tho Maharaja hereby agraes t 
recognize the indopendent Sovereignty o Rajah; 
Golab Sing in such Territories and Districts, in the 
Hills, as may be made over to the said Raja Golal 
Sing, by separate Agreement between himself and 
the British Government, with the dependencies 
thereof which ivy have been in the Raja’s posse. 
sion since the time of the late Maharaja Khurruck 
Sing and the British Government, in consideratior 
of the good conduct of Raja Golab Sing, also 
agrees to recognize his independence in such Tey. 
ritories, and to admit him to the privileges of , 
separate Treaty with the British Government, 


ARTICLE XIII. 


In the event of any dispute or difference arisin 
between the Lahore State and Raja Golab Sing 
the same shal! be referred to the Adhisntion of the 
British Government, and by its decision the Maha. 
raja engages to abide. 

AnrTIcLe XIV. 


The limits of the Lahore Territories shall not be, 
at any time, changed without the concurrence of 
the British Goveritment. 


ARTICLE XV.3 


The British Government will not exercise any 
interference in the internal administration of tho 
Lahore State—but in all cases or questions which 
nay be referred to the British Government, the 
Governor General will giv: the ad of his advice 
and good offices for the furtherance of the interests 
of the Lahore Gov ernment. 

Arrunc AVI. 

The subjects of either State shall, on visiting 
the Territories of the othe, be on the fouting ot 
the subjects of the most favored nation. 


This Treaty, consi ting of Sixteen Articles, has 
been this- liv settled by Frederick Currie, Esquin, 
and Brevet Major TLenry Montgomery Lawrence, 
acting under the directions of the Right Hon'ble 
Sir Henry Wardinge, G. C. B., Governor General, 
on the part of the British Government, and hy 
Bhaee Ram Sing, Raja Lal Sing, Sirdar Tej Sing, 
Sirdar Chutter Sing Attareewalla, Sirdar Run- 
ick Sing Majeethia, Dewan Deena Nath, and 

uquéer Noorooddeen, on the partof the Maharaji 
Dhuleep Sing, and the said Treaty has been this- 
day ratified by the Seal of the Right Hon'ble 
Sir Henry Hardinge, G. C. B., Governor General, 
and by that of His Ihghness Maharaja Dhaleep 
Sing.

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Memorandum of a State Visit paid by the Governor 
General to the Maharaja of Lahore in His High- 
ness’ Palace on the 10th March, 1846. 


On the afternoon of the 10th March, the Gover- 
nor General, attended by Tis Excellency the Com- 
wander in Chief, His Excellency the Governor of 
Scinde, and the British Officers, who were present 
at the ratification of the Treaty on the 9th instant, 
wid a visit. of congratulation to the Maharaja 
Dhuleep Sing at the Palace in Lahore. On this 
occasion Dewan Deena Nath, hy the direction of 
the Minister and assembled Chiefs, read from a 
written paper an address, of which the following is 
a translation : 

“ft is impossible for us adequately to express 
the gratitude which we fecl to the Governor Gene- 
ral of his having determined to continue the anci- 
ont relations, which existed with the late Maharaja 
Runject Sing, and for his generosity, kindness and 
merev in maintaining this Government.” 

«For the excellent advice wifich was given yes- 
terday through kindness and friendship, to the as- 
sontbled Sirdars, exhorting them to unannnity, 

+ prudence and good Government, we are also most 
aratetul, We consider this good advice as having 
a direct tendency to effect the re-establishment of 
the Government of the Country. We have fur- 
ther to express our gratitude for arrangements 
having, generously been made in compliance with 
our solicitations, for leaving a Garrison in Lahore 
of British ‘Troops, with Major Lawrence and other 
trustworthy Officers, for our protection and of the 
City.”

instant, and whereas the Governor. General has, 
on certain conditions, consented tu the measure, 
and whereas it is expedient that ecrtain matters 
concerning the Territories ceded by Articles HT.

The British Government shall leave at Lahore,

Army in aceordance with the provisions of Article 
VI. of the Treaty of Lahore.

‘should be those that supply the Seeds, A seed- 
‘ling will always partake more or less of the cha- 
‘racter of its pareut, the qualities of which are 
‘concentrated in the embrya, when it has arrived 
Sat full maturity.’ Such being the general opi- 
nion of Botanists, [ theretare beg respectfully to 
decline the offer of the Assan Seeds ae their 
general introduction would no doubt be attended 
All the Plants 
in the Nurseries in Kumaon and Ghurwall have 
been raised from Seeds procured from the original 
Plaats imported from China by Government, 
through Dr. Gordon, in 1834-35, aud the supply 
of Seeds yielded this season amounts to about 
4 or’ 5 laea, all of which have been sown; and 
vast numbers are already germinating.
